When Rev. Saji Lukos, of 
Round Lake, was attending 
Trinity International University 
in Decrfield he had a map of 
India, his native country, hanging 
in his bedroom.

months touring every state he had 
laid his hands on for four years. 
Although he had grown up in the 
country, he said the return trip 
deeply affected him. 

"I saw India before, I didn't 
cry," he said. "I saw poverty, peo- 
ple begging. But this time, with all 
the inner study and passion and 
all that prayer, seeing India I wept 
like a child wherever I went." 

The desire to help Indian peo- 
ple led him to create the not-for- 



profit organization Reaching 
Indians Ministries International 
(RIMI) in Round Lake Beach in 
1993, less than a year after gradu- 
ating from Trinity. 

The organization was built 
based on three goals: build 
Christian churches throughout 
India, develop leaders for those 
churches, and commit to "com- 
passion services," such as the 
construction of orphanages, in 
the most impoverished areas of 
the country.

Antioch Police issued a warrant 
for her arrest, and she was picked up 
by Kenosha County deputies on Jan. 
21, at 11:30 a.m. 

Antioch demanded a 
$900,000 bond, and as of 
Jan. 26, she remained in 
custody, pending extradi- 
tion to Lake County, 
Illinois. 

Her employer first 
became aware of the 
thefts when a bank noti- 
fied him of excessive cash 
advances on an account 
he did not know existed. 

According to Antioch 
Police Comdr. Craig Somerville, die 
woman allegedly opened a company 
credit card account about six months 
after she was hired. She did this with- 
out die knowledge of her employer. 

Somerville said it is believed she 
then began taking cash advances of 
anywhere from $7,500 to $15,000 
monthly. 

Over two-and-a-half years, the 
advances added up to about 
$254,000. 

To cover her tracks, McFarlane 
reportedly paid off the credit card

roll and general office duties, gave 
her ample opportunity to manipu- 
late records. 

Police arc also investigating the 
possibility of charges fot forgery. 

This was not 
McFarlane's first brush 
with the law. In 1987, 
McFarlane, working 
under her maiden name, 
was convicted of taking 
$16,000 in gold from a 
jewelry store where she 
worked. She also was 
accused of doctoring 
invoices in diat case. She 
was then released on 
probation. 
Owner Manu Graditor said he 
was shocked when the theft was first 
discovered. 

"For three years, everything was 
running smoothly," he said. He noted 
that, in die past, there had been 
minor incidents, but in the compa- 
ny's 61-ycar history, "There was 
nothing like this." 

Graditor said the company had 
not made a decision about revising 
its pre-employment screening 
process. 

"For now, we are doing our own

In many circles, an exotic pet is any small companion ani- 
mal mat isn't a dog or cat. WiUi people keeping sugar gliders 
and prairie. dogs as pets these days, however, hamsters and 
guinea pigs don't seem so "exotic." Most people purchase exot- 
ic pets at their local pet store, but where does die pet store 
acquire these critters? And can these pets pose a health threat 
to people? 

"Many of the small mammals people keep as pets are 
domestically bred and pose little disease risk. However, there 
are surprisingly few restrictions on importation of most animal 
species, and problems can arise with them," said Dr. Julia 
Wliittington, an exotic animal veterinarian at the University of 
Illinois College of Veterinary Medicine in Urbana. 

Hamsters, gerbils, rabbits, and guinea pigs are all domesti- 
cally bred. (Interestingly, nearly all pet ferrets come from New 
York state; Most hedgehogs come from breeders as well.) These 
small mammals have become so common that species-specif- 
ic rescue organizations exist to find new homes for unwanted 
pets. 

"Prairie dogs are not imported. They come from wild pop- 
ulations inhabiting die western U.S." WhitUngton said. "Out 
west prairie dogs are considered a pest, and many extermina- 
tors make tiieir living eradicating tiiese wild animals. Prairie 
dogs do not make very appropriate pets because tiieir natural 
habitat cannot be replicated in die home," 

"Public healdi and animal disease problems are most often 
encountered with importation of reptiles and amphibians, 
which is not strongly regulated," Whittington said. 

In contrast, stringent laws exist regarding importation of 
parrots. In the 1970s importing and exporting parrots was 
banned because wild parrot populations were being depleted. 
Now all parrots in the pet trade are captive bred, although very 
old parrots likely originated in the wild. 

Often wild-caught animals can have ectoparasites-ticks, 
for example-diat can affect people and odier animals. They are 
a means of spreading zoonotic diseases, i.e., diseases that can 
be transmitted from animals to people. Two zoonotic diseases 
that recently received a lot of media attention are those caused 
by die West Nile virus and die monkeypox virus. 

How exotic pets are transported and housed in die market- 
place is anodier concern. They may be transported with or 
near imported animals from different countries. Since there 
are few health regulations for imported pets, the animals may 
be carrying' parasites or diseases. Buying a pet at a swap meet 
can be risky. Often dealers cannot tell you where the animals 
have been.

They started earlier than usual, but the 
Mundelein High School show choirs hit a coda 
and returned to their winning ways at the 
Monona (Wis.) Grove High School Silver Stage 
Invitational. 

The all-female Mundelein Lights started 
their competitive season strongly on Jan. 15, 
winning the Class A show choi r division cham- 
pionship and earning judges' praise for pos- 
sessing the best vocal sound of any group Uiat 
performed diat morning. Comprised of girls 
and boys, the Mundelein Sound performed 
diat afternoon and took second runner-up in a 
tough open division. 

"I think they performed great no matter 
what time of year it was," said John Neubauer, 
who directs the 120 students that make up the 
Mundelein Sound and Lights Show Choirs. 
"For us to perform that well in January was 
great, it was an exceptional effort." 

More than just a collection of talented voic- 
es, die group encompasses the 16 to 18 Instru- 
mentalists, and crew of around 15 students 
who control the sound, lighting and backdrop 
for live perfonnances. This year's group dis- 
plays extraordinary discipline and leadership, 
Neubauer said, leaving him to concentrate on 
honing his vocalists' talent by helping them 
sharpen their crescendos and musicality. 

This year's shows demonstrate the choirs' 
range, as both groups tackle Broadway and 
pop songs, with some gospel thrown into the 
mix. The teenagers enjoy performing songs by 
Madonna and Jewel, while older numbers 
such as "Sisters" and "Slow Boat to China" 
provide "something their parents and grand- 
parents will remember," Neubauer said. 

"You want to do a show where everyone 
greatly enjoys their moment, and or a song 
they like to hear," he said. 

Neubauer said that botii choirs would prob- 
ably perform six or seven more times this 
semester, including during a trip to Oriando, 
Fla. for the Fame Nationals in March. Lights 
placed second in a separate nationals competi- 
tion last year, while Sound took die runner-up 
prize in 2003. Though their male singing section 
was depleted by graduations, Neubauer said he 
charged experienced singers with the task of 
recruiting addiUonal help, and they responded 



by bringing 15 new members into the group. 

Their collective time commitments and 
work ethic mean that only the most talented 
and dedicated stick with the show choirs. 
Having participated in Lights every year she's 
been in high school, senior Mary Hurtenbach 
said that she originally joined to meet people, 
and discovered that the choirs were far more 
talented than she expected. 

"They were an amazing group my first 
year, and they've just improved every year 
since," Hurtenbach 

She's kept the friends she's made through 
choir, and Hurtenbach is stepping out on a high 
note by singing in both choirs during her final 
year in high school. The Lights performance is a 
"really fun show for the girls," Hurtenbach said. 
"It gives me a lot of energy by the end because 
the numbers keep getting better. And Sound is 
just like a rock show, it's amazing." 

Nell Stratman gets to play rock star on 
Sound's final number, when he belts out die 
opening strains of Bon Jovi's "Livin* on a Prayer" 
solo.Telling the story of Tommy and Gina served 
as a big honor for the junior, who first joined 
show choir because his older sister "kept telling 
me about how many chicks I could pick up." 

The assembly of great voices makes 
Stratman proud to perform in the Sound, and 
the selectlonof well-known material makes 
the group's audience just as enthusiastic. 

"Those are songs that a lot of people know, 
so it's really easy for them to get Into it," he said. 

Both Hurtenbach and Stratman stress the 
importance of having fun and coming togeth- 
er as a competitive group. When pushed, 
Stratman concedes that a victory in competi- 
tion would make the 2005 season even sweet- 
er. "I want to win. I want to get the big trophy 
and put it on our shelf with all the other ones." 

While refusing to take judges' scoring as the 
ultimate test of the choirs' talents, Neubauer 
said he hopes that tjie performances in Orlando 
"are as close to perfect as you can create." 

The show choirs' next performance will be 
the Davenport Great River Show Choir 
Invitational on Feb. 19. They will also perform 
at Mundelein High School's Winter Choral 
Concert, held at 7 p.m. Feb. 23 in the high 
school auditorium. All choirs will be featured, 
as well as vocalists from Carl Sandburg Middle 
School and West Oak Middle School.

Cookbook" (Tobe Publishing) by 
Nancy Miller is a compendium of 
300 recipes and, yes, "secrets," of 102 
Chicago and suburban restaurants.

There are recipes from Bank

Bring to a sim- 
mer. Remove from heat and add 4 ounces butter. Serve.

The sudden return of a travel book that's remarkably 113 years overdue 
has unexpected consequences for the nebblshy Dutch librarian who checks it 
in and becomes obsessive about tracking down die callous borrower. 

That event forms the basis of Glen Merger's intelligent one-man play, 
"Underneath the Lintel," now presented by Noble Fool Theatricals at Pheasant 
Run Resort and directed by John Gawlik. - 

A mystery laced with comedy, "Lintel" features an earnest Larry Neumann Jr. 
in an engaging 90-minute performance as die detemiinedly inquisitive librarian. 
Working from a stage made to resemble a cluttered attic, he presents the story as a 
lecture (complete with slides) titled "An Impressive Presentation of Lovely 
Evidences." He outlines how he became swept up with die investigation behind the 
liitlierto missing guidebook, explaining, "You prove one life and justify anodier," 

Finding within the book's pages a 1913 claim check for a pair of pants left 
at a London laundry ("Evidence No. 2") so intrigues the librarian, a man who 
has barely set foot outside of his hometown, takes personal time to travel to 
England. To his surprise, the cleaners still exists and turns over the trousers, 
whose pockets yield yet another clue to their owner. 

The game is afoot. And the librarian finds himself damning the conse- 
quences and traveling to various European countries, to China, New York and 
even Australia as he follows the slimmest leads, including a few red herrings. 
Even though his vacation time is exhausted, he continues die quest, visiting 
cities he only dreamed about, experiencing their restaurants, enjoying himself 
at their theaters and concert halls and relentlessly researching various scraps 
of "evidence" he believes may prove useful. 

"Undemeadi the Lintel" relates to a legend of a man who refused to aid 
Jesus when he fell in his doorway and was condemned to wander nonstop - 
without pausing to sit and forbidden from disclosing his identity - until the 
Second Coming. The librarian comes to see himself following the trail of the 
so-called Wandering Jew as he himself 
searches for meaning to his life. 

More than once he refers with regret 
to Rosa, the lost love of his life. "How was 
I to know she was the one?" 

Neumann conveys a hunger of cos- 
mic proportions as he hunts for the elu- 
sive troth behind all of those "I am here" 
inscriptions that he runs into on his 
world tour. He, too, is determined to 
make his mark on the world. Holding the 
adjustable date stamper he once used to 
check in books, the librarian notes, "I 
have lost my job but 1 have die history of 
man in my hand."

CLC professor 
shows sailors how to 
spice up ship's meals

As die ship carrying more than 
350 U.S. sailors left port in West 
Virginia on their way to a mission, 
Cliff Wener was able to take a step 
back and know he trained them 
well. 

White his training didn't con- 
cern weapons, or oilier fancy mili- 
tary techniques, it will prove to be 
just as important on diose long sea 
voyages. Especially if the sailors get 
hungry. 

Wener, 59, a College of Lake 
County associate professor and 
coordinator of the school's food 
service manage- 
ment program 
recently spent six 
days aboard the 
USS Normandy, 
where he taught 
young cooks 
unique ways to 
spice up meals 
served on board. 

The idea of 
his visit, Wener said, was to help the 
Naval cooks to "kick it up a little bit." 

He spent nearly die entire six 
days aboard die guided missile 
cruiser, living and sleeping widi 
sailors while helping the ship's 15 
cooks prepare better food during the 
four meals tiicy served a day. 

The cooks on board were a lot 
more fortunate diat Wener expect- 
ed. The ingredients and supplies 
used were more modern dian he 
expected, which is good, because It 
allowed for more freedom in the 
kitchen. But first, he had to get the 
cooks back to the basics. 

"(The cooks) receive limited 
training," Wener said. "Their budget 
isn't as big and diey always need 
continuing education." 

Wener joined the ship as part of 
die American Culinary Federation's 
Adopt-A-Ship program, where vol- 
unteer sailors spent time on military 
ships.

U.S. Marines have shown their 
tenacity on the battlefield for over 
225 years, but with the exception 
of their "Toys for Tots" efforts, they 
are not that well known for dieir 
compassion. One notable excep- 
tion is their core belief in never 
leaving a brotiier Marine behind or 
in distress. 

The Greater Chicagoland area 
is home to the 24th Marine 
Regiment. Its battalions and rifle 
companies fan out in.over a hun- 
dred-mile radius that includes 
Madison and Milwaukee in 
Wisconsin, and all over Illinois. 
The 24th Marines are die ones who 
raised our flag over Mt. Suribachi 
on Iwo Jima. 

The 24th Marines are currently 
deployed in Iraq, and have had 
many casualties. Those wounded 
are being sent to Naval Hospitals 
on both the east and west coast. 
They arrive with little or no funds, 
very few. personal effects, .and 
hardly any appropriate clothing. 
Their pay records are slow to catch 
up with them. 

On Jan. 29, many U.S. Marine 
veterans, including the Lake 
County Detachment 801 of the 
Marine Corps League, will host a 
Potluck Dinner at the Lake Villa 
VFW Post on Grand Avenue.

years, Wener taught cooks the same 
lesson he teaches many of his stu- 
dents. Sailors on board will first eat 
with their eyes arid nose before put- 
ting food in their mouth.. For that 
reason the food had to loolcand 
smell appetizing. 

One example Wener showed the 
cooks was how to transform ordi- 
nary rice into more appetizing alter- 
natives, Sailors normally ate white 
rice with meals, Wener said. In a few 
steps he taught the kitchen crew 
how to easily prepare Spanish rice, 
fried rice and New Orleans dirty 
rice. 

Littie tricks like those done with 
die rice are necessary, Wener said. 
The ship is only allocated $6.50 per 
day per solider for food, so creativity 
had to used. That's not to say sailors 
ate lightly. In addition to having dif- 
ferent meat and non-meat options, 
many of die meals were all-you-can 
eat, Wener said. And there were days 
when steak was offered too. 

By the time the left the ship left 
for a three-week mission in early 
January, Wener said he was happy ■ 
with all he was able to teach. He also 
gave some of die cooks on board 
tips on how to transfer their culinary 
skills to the civilian sector. 

And he would have even liked 
to spend more time on board, but 
widi his teaching schedule and the 
confidential nature of the ship's mis- 
sion it would have been impossible. 
But Wener wasn't without his own 
reward. Having never served in tlie 
military himself, Wener said he saw 
die opportunity as away to give 
back to soldiers who protect die 
country, 

He also had die opportunity to 
tour die more than 100-year-old 
base in Norfolk and see famous 
ships like the USS Cole in person.

Deferral plan possible for senior taxpayers 



Lake County Senior Citizens, who are 
having trouble paying their real estate taxes, 
may defer all or part of their taxes on their 
personal residence if they qualify under a 
1984 law. 

Lake County Treasurer Robert Skidmore 
explained, "the deferral is a loan by the state 
with a 6 percent interest rate to be repaid after 
the death of the taxpayer or at the time the 
property is sold." 

To qualify a person must be 65 years old or 
older by June 1, 2006; have a total Income of 
$40,000 or less; have owned a home in Illinois 
for at least three years; and must own the prop- 



erty which must be used exclusively for resi- 
dential purposes. 

Also, all previous years' real estate taxes 
must be paid and the property may not be 
income property. The total amount of the 
deferred tax may not exceed 80 percent of die 
taxpayer's equity in the property. 

Forms for applications for the deferred tax 
program are available at Robert Skidmore's 
office in the Lake County Administration 
Building in Waukegan. Deadline for filing for 
die tax deferral Is March I. For more informa-

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For every school district beset with financial problems— 
and that takes in a lot orterritory — the news that Round 
Uke District 116 has been taken olTthe state's probation 
list comes as a ray of sunshine and a trumpet of hope. 
With proper management, financial equilibrium can be 
attained. - 

District 16's financial problems became known throughout 
the state Tours ago when authorities in Springfield took the 
unprecedented step of taking over management of die system 
with 6,000 students. At the time, a variety of draconian options 
were considered, including dissolution of the district and 
parceling out the student body to neighboring communities. 

At the time of its darkest hours, the district had an income 
of $45 million per year, Hie dien administration and board of 
education couldn't make ends meet. So die slate stepped in to 
supply new leadership and the board of education assumed a 
sort of advisory role. Although it wasn't planned that way, the 
outside professionals brought in to run die school provided 
what amounted to a "quick fix." Full recognition by the state was 
granted after only a two-year probation. 

Were the state representatives magicians? Hardly, they were 
seasoned educators who knew how to manage public education 
with die ability to make difficult decisions. In short, they knew 
how to handle money and spend wisely. If there is a common 
denominator for all the schools in I^ikc County facing rough 
financial sledding it is lack of business acumen at the adminis- 
trative and board level. Taxpayers are shoveling boatloads of 
money into public educaUon.Too often dicy'rc not getting a 
decent return on their investment. 

An accompanying benefit of the Round Lake turn-around 
was that one of its elementary schools made a national recogni- 
tion list in federal No Child Left Behind— Blue Ribbon Schools 
competition. Indian Hill School was cited for closing die 
achievement gap between Hispanic and white pupils. The 
Hispanic pupils improved in almost every test category and 
almost every grade. What a wonderful story of progress! 

Frustrated taxpayers and parents dissatisfied with the edu- 
cation and leadership of dieir own districts might well turn to 
Springfield to "bring in die pros." The evidence shows that man- 
agement makes a difference.

Size matters 

The average diird and eighth grade class sizes in Grayslake 
are over 30 and26 students respectively. The National Education 
Association, the U.S. Department of Education, and the 
Carnegie Foundation, among others, recommend a ratio of 1 
teacher to 15 students. Research agrees: "students attending 
small classes in grades K-3 outperformed their counterparts on 
standardized tests in grades four, six and eight; continued to 
outperform classmates at die high school level; took more 
advanced classes; were less likely to be retained a grade or drop 
out of high school; and were more likely to prepare for college by 
taking college entrance exams," according to Tennessee's 
Project STAR study. Common sense dictates that students who 
receive the individualized instruction characteristic of smaller 
classes will learn more. Passing the April 5 referendum will 
reduce irresponsibly large class sizes. Passing this referendum 
will bring art, music and gym back to our youngest students. 
Passing this referendum will bring band and chorus back to our 
middle schools. Those who value basic literacy will embrace the 
opportunity to resume adequate education by voting "yes" on 
April 5.

ecently, I've read headlines like, "Madigan champi- 
ons state's war on Melh drugs," "Madigan warns 
seniors on scams," Madigan pushes for stronger Sex 
Offender laws," "Madigan improves Open Meeting 
Act," and similar headlines. Now, it wasn't too long ago when 
you read headlines like that, you just naturally assumed that 
the Madigan referred to in bold print was the politically pow- 
erful Michael J. Madigan, longtime Speaker of the Illinois 
House of Representatives. No more. Earning her own head- 
lines for her diligent service is the Illinois Attorney General 
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Bush bashers and

don't get it. That it's the 
right thing and the right time 
to revamp the U.S. Social 
Security system. 

No one argues that the 
system adopted in 1935 has 
not served die nation well. 
Social Security checks con- 
tinue to provide a welcome 
retirement stipend for all but 
the wealthiest Americans. 
But die system is wearing 
out actuarially, as George 
Mclloan pointed out in the 
Wall Street Journal the other 
day. 

Never intended to be 
insurance, the Depression 
Era framers of the Social 
Security Act of 1935 took a 
tax transfer idea and turned 
it into a workable "rainy day" 
program based purely on die 
government's promise to 
pay. Basically, Social 
Security has worked well for 
so many years because it 
involved taking from a lot of 



people to benefit a few. 

But times are a'changing, 
maybe more in recent years 
than past. Today one of die 
major arguments is not that 
the system is not going to 
fail, but when. That's one of 
the basic arguments today 
between Democrats and 
Republicans. Democrats 
insist Social Security is not in 
trouble. Many Republicans, 
not all, recognize that a day 
of reckoning is approaching 
when diere will be a greater 
number receiving benefits 
than paying in. We know 
how to stave off die day of 
reckoning. Simply raise the 
Social Security payroll tax. 
Workable yes. But hardly 
popular. Tills has worked 
like charm in die past and is 
an appealing strategy for 
buck passers in Congress. 

Leave it to die "Pre-emp- 
tive" President to say, "Let's 
roll up our sleeves now and 
improve Social Security." 
Sort of like George W. Bush 
saying "Let's attack the ter-

The ones widi 4011^5, 
Roths, investments in equi- 
ties and funds. The Bush 
administration understands. 
The media is calling diis "the 
ownership society." Voters 
like it. As a transition to 
implement reform, age 55 
has been established as a 
cut-offpoint. Older 
Americans wilt continue to 
receive their mondily checks. 
Younger Americans will be 
able to invest in conserva- 
tive, safe investment instru- 
ments. Let die magic of 
compound interest kick in. 
For those arguing that cre- 
ation of private Social 
Sccurityinvestment 
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Publisher 

accounts handled by die 
nation's investment industry 
would be dangerous and 
foolhardy probably bury 
extra greenbacks in backyard 
fruit jars or sock money 
under die mattress. Melloan 
of die WSJ mentioned diat 
die value of a retirement 
fund returning less dian the 
amount put in hasn't hap- 
pened for 89 consecutive 
years from 1911 to 1999. 
This is without insurance 
support that would be part 
and parcel of die "new look" 
Social Security. 

What probably rankles 
Democrats, Bush Bashers 
and various elements of the 
American Left die most is 
that die reforms will work 
and that die dreaded 
Republicans will be getting 
credit for "saving" Social 
Security for die next 70 years,, 
just like all die years liberals 
have been telling voters how 
diey are responsible for a 
secure retirement income 
while reaping rewards at the 
polls.

Now, ordi- 
nary citizens who have concerns about their 
access to government, whether it be secret 
meetings that should be open to the public, 
inability or difficulty to obtain public docu- 
ments, or oilier access problems relating lo 
government, they can call the attorney gener- 
al's office and seek assistance from the public 
access counselor. 

The reason that I believe that the creation 
of die office or public access counselor is so 
important is Uiat the likelihood of die citizen 
problems being answered are so much better 
than getting help from the state's attorneys' 
offices around die state. My experience has 
led to the conclusion thai state's attorneys are 
loaihe to get deeply involved with some of the 
violations of public access at local levels 
| because of their political loyalties or friend- 



ships. 

When tite public access counselor was 
appointed, he said, "We will answer questions 
and investigate complaints from elected offi- 
cials, die news media, private citizens, anyone 
in the state of Illinois who has a question 
about the Open Meetings Act or the Freedom 
of Information Act." That Is welcome news to 
everyone. 

The state of Indiana has had a public 
access counselor in effect, and it-has 
received a good deal of action. Here in 
Illinois, we have not been known as a 
leader in sunshine laws, rather quite the 
opposite. Under Lisa Madigan's leader- 
ship, that will change. 

On the day Terry Mutchler assumed the 
position of public access counselor, it was 
mid-December on the shortest day of the year 
with the least amount of sunshine. As far as 
openness in government, it was a day when 
"the sun shined brighter than ever!" Thanks, 
Lisa Madigan, and, good Luck, Terry

Since bringing the machine to Vernon Hills 
Chiropractic Clinic last month, Dr. Michael 
Duzey has saved a great deal of frustration due 
to the DRX9000, and his patients have saved 
even more time and physical pain. 

The "great difficulty" that Duzey experi- 
enced in treating lower back injuries signifi- 
candy decreased after he began utilizing the 
treatment to combat disc injuries. His office 
carries die county's only DRX9000 machine, 
which Duzey. said has enjoyed an 86-perccnt 
success rate in treating disc injuries through- 
out die country. 

"This is wonderful. We're able to offer 
patients not only a safe alternative to surgery, 
but a successful alternative to surgery," Duzey 
said. 

Utilized initially by NASA to determine how 
discs are affected in space, the disc decompres- 
sion system causes a negative pressure within 
die disc .itself, causing the nucleus poposus to 
move back into place. Pre and post-MRIs have 
confirmed the machine's success in treating 
disc bulges, herniations and degeneration. 

The DRX9000 works by producing pelvic 
stabilization; die pelvis and lumbar spine are 
stretched out dirough a logarithmic curve, 
which brings about disc decompression. 
Treatment involves four visits for the first two 
weeks of treatment, then three sessions per 
week for a month. 

So far, patients have given the treatment 
positive feedback. "The machine is large and 
it's a litde intimidating, so they're very pleased 
that it's pain-free," Duzey said. 

Prior to die machine :s purchase, macltines 
with herniated discs often found themselves 
choosing between injections that often proved 
ineffective and the removal of the disc or part 
of the vertebra. Duzey said he would now send 
patients to get an MIU and other tests to deter- 
mine the nature of die hernia before treating 
them with the machine, which has proven 
effective worki ng on even mul tiple herniations.

The machine's success in treating patients 
is determined through a scries of reassessment 
visits. Less than five percent of patients 
deemed to have experienced "successful" treat- 
ment suffer recurring problems after two years. 

His business would likely acquire a 
machine that provides the same treatment for 
cervical spine injuries in May, Duzey said. 

Treatments involving the DRX9000 costs 
approximately $155 per session, expenses 
which most insurance carriers would cover. For 
more information, call 847-566-8777.

The partnership intends to submit tiieir initial 
version of the proposal within the next few 
weeks. Assuming tliat timetable, construction 
could start as early as tiiis spring, with comple- 
tion expected by mid-2006.

Remove allergy triggers 
in your home 



When most people think of allergies, they automat- 
ically think tlieir home is a safe haven from snif- 
fling, sneezing and watery eyes. Aidiough you 
might have die cleanest home on the block, aller- 
gy triggers could still be lurking inside. 

"In the cooler months, as people make their homes warm 
and well-sealed against cold air, the atmosphere becomes a 
haven for dust mites, pet dander and molds," said Dr. Anna 
Marie, The Weatiier Channel's health specialist and host of die 
syndicated belter-living show, "Your Life With Dr. Anna Marie." 
"These can all cause sneezing, itching and watery eyes, conges- 
lion, and a runny nose." 

Recent reports state that it may be irritants, not germs, diat 
cause chronic colds. 

When die furnace kicks on, dust that has setticd into die 
carpet, atop bookshelves and beneath furniture gets stirred up 
and cycled through the air. According to the Environmental 
Protection Agency, indoor.levels of many air pollutants may be 
two to five times, and in some cases more than 100 times, high- 
er than outdoor levels. 

According to Marie, here are some suggestions to help 
reduce indoor allergens and help you stay sniffle-free. 

• To get rid of mold, clean the areas with bleach. Try a solu- 
tion of 5 percent bleach and a small amount of detergent to 95 
percent water. 

• Keep a humidity level of 30 percent or 40 percent in the 
house to make conditions for mold growdi less optimal. This 
can be achieved dirough the use of an automatic whole-home 
humidifier. 

• Add a whole-house air filter to your furnace. A typical 
throwaway furnace filter traps only about 15 percent of indoor 
air pollutants. Laboratory tests show tiiat whole-house elec- 
tronic air cleaners, can eliminate up to 99.5 percent of pollen, 
spores and ragweed. According to Aprilaire, the technological 
advancement' of its filter combined widi electronic compo- 
nents allows it to be one of lire most efficient air cleaners on 
die market.

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Local athletes working hard to get back oh field

ith the eyes of the 
sporting world on 
Philadelphia Eagles 
wide receiver Terrell 
Owens and his injured ankfe, the 
main question leading into 
Super Bowl XXXIX is sure to be, 
"Will he or won't he play?" 

It would seem that local ath- 
letes aren't immune to the ques- 
tion, eidier. . 

"Everyone's always asking 
me when I'll be back," said 
Warren junior Giuleana Lopez, a 
two-sport athlete who viciously 
injured her right knee in a bas- 
ketball game against Buffalo 
Grove in November. 

She finally has an answer for 
the question, though, 

"I'll be back April 16," Lopez 
said. "That exactly four months 
after the surgery. I'll be strong 
enough after three months, but 
the grafts in my knee won't be 
completely healed until April 
16." 

Given the horrific damage to 
her knee, it's amazing that she'll 
even take the field again in her 
high school career, let alone just 
five months after die injury. 

"I was going up for the bail 
on defense and I got pushed 
inadvertently be another player 
and came down and tried to bal- 
ance on my right leg," Lopez 
said. "But my body went one 
way and my knee went tire other 
way." 

The damage was extensive 
as Lopez tore the ACL, MCL and 
meniscus in her knee, with ACL 
reconstructive surgery coming 
three weeks later. And it wasn't 
her first battle with knee prob- 
lems, as she tore her ACL and 
meniscus in her left knee as a 
freshman. 

"When. I got hurt I thought, 
'Oh no, not again,'" Lopez said. 
"I was supposed to be in a huge 
soccer tournament the next 
weekend. I was real upset 
because I knew how much work 
it was going to take to get back." 

According to Lopez, a lot of 
her rehab work is done to 
strengthen her quadriceps, a leg 
muscle that weakens with lack of 
activity. 

"You lose a lot of muscle 
going through surgery so now 
I'm working to strengthen it 
again," Lopez said. "Rehab is so 
tough, but you have to do it or 
you won't get back." 

There are also other physical

complications for Lopez, who 
has lost 22 pounds since the 
surgery. 

"1 just haven't felt like eating 
much," Lopez said. "I'm used to 
burning off so much energy that 
I need food, but now I haven't 
been burning it oiT." 

That, perhaps, is tire biggest 
complication for Lopez— the 



mental one. For people like 
Lopez, an avid athlete, taking 
away sports is akin to taking 
away one of die loves of their life. 
All that's left behind is empti- 
ness. 

"My life has ground to a 
halt," she said. "There's just so 
much down time. It's really 
tough." 

But she credits several fac- 
tors with helping her get dirough 
the turmoil. 

"I'm always praying to God 
to give me die strength to go on," 
Lopez said. "And I'm getting a lot 
of encouragement from my fam- 
ily, especially my little sister. And 
my teammates, friends, teachers 
and coaches have all been real 
supportive."

fter a hard-fought 
batde, the Bellow Free 
Academy-Fairfax 
pulled out a 5-2 nail- 
biter win against Milton in 
Vermont.

"Not many teams are 
Uiat quick where they can 
deny all the passes to die 
wing, so then you have to start 
fouling." 

Wliile Bogumil and other 
coaches might be for the 
implementation of shot 
clocks, I'm not.

startling fact as he battles back From a knee 
injury— he could have died. 

During football practice in mid-October 
Hironimus was making a cut and felt some- 
thing pop in his right knee. Me knew immedi- 
ately something was wrong, 

"I played five or six plays after that and it 
didn't feel right," Hironimus said. "I found out 
later Uiat it was a torn ACL" 

Opting for surgery, Hironimus should 
have been on the road to recovery. But a 
potentially life-threatening staph infection 
set in, keeping him in the hospital for eight 
days. 

"I was terrified," Hironimus said. "I 
thought I would never play again." 

Although the infection healed after six 
weeks, he reniiuns on antibiotics just to be 
safe. 

"I was relieved to have the surgery behind 
me, but I was still mad because the season was 
taken away from ine," he said. "I never got to 
play in my last high school game." 

While he'll likely never play football again, 
he is holding out hope to return to Carmci's 
baseball team this spring. With that in mind, 
he's undergoing extensive rehab to get his 
knee back to full strength. 

"Rehab is the hardest thing I've ever been 
through," Hironimus said. "It's a lot harder 
than football practice. The stretches are the 
hardest. When the knee can't bend and the 
physical therapist makes it bend, it breaks the 



scar tissue and it's really painful." 

Despite the adversity, Hironimus is just 
happy to see a light at die end of the tunnel. 

"Everything's moving in a positive direc- 
tion right now," he said. "I'm just working hard 
to get back on the field." 

Although Liberlyville senior David 
Moosman may arguably have an easier road 
to recovery, he also has a lot to lose, namely a 
football scholarship to the University of 
Michigan. 

Last February, Moosman was competing 
in the state wrestling semifinals when his 
shoulder separated— twice. 

"It came out twice in five minutes," 
Moosman said. "There was so much pain. At 
the end, I could feel the ball of the bone push- 
ing against my skin. Needless to say, I lost die 
match." 

Although Moosman knew once die injury 
had occurred, he faced the probability of 
repeat occurrences, he decided against sur- 
gery. He managed to make It through most of 
Uie football season without incident, until 
attempting a tackle in the team's playoff open- 
er. 

"I had a brace but I didn't use it because I 
needed the mobility," Moosman said. "The 
third time wasn't as bad. I was stilt able to play 
effectively." 

Still, after leading the Wildcats to the Class 
7A state title, Moosman underwent arthro- 
scopic surgery on his shoulder, an event he 
commemorated with a DVD. 

"I have my surgery on tape," he said. "It

was Interesting to watch." 

At first, Moosman's shoulder was com- 
pletely immobilized. On Tuesday, he had his 
first rehab appointment. 

"I need to loosen up the shoulder to get my 
mobility back," Moosman said. "Then I can 
start strengthening it." 

Although he was faced widi the disap- 
pointment of missing die wresding season, 



he's already looking forward to summer foot- 
ball practice at Michigan, even joking that he 
now has something in common with a few of 
his teammates-to-be. 

"Two of die Michigan offensive linemen 
had the same surgery," he said. "Now I guess 
I'm in good company. But I'm glad I did it. It's 
going to make my shoulder stronger in the 
long run."

in the loss against the Fighting Scots and 
thought the ranking might have gone to the 
respective head of the Lancers.

"Thai's what coach warned us about, he 
said that all of these teams are going to want to 
come after us when you're ranked like that," 
Cobb said. "Coach (Shawn Chism) said diey 
aren't going to just lay down and let us get die 
win. We could have gone in there on another 
level, but we can't seem to come out that way 
on road games all three losses were all away." 

Foul trouble also proved to be the Lancers' 
Achilles' heel as many of the starters got into 
early foul trouble and were forced to sit the 
bench for much of the game. 

"I feel like sometimes we let the refs take 
us out of our games," Cobb said. "I got into 
foul trouble early because I got two fouls in 
five minutes in the game. A couple of us got 
into foul trouble early; that takes a lot out of 
the team."

I am calling you out of sheer frustra- 
tion! We are In a school district that uses 
a certain behavior program philosophy 
for handling all of it's behavior problems 
In kids. Now, mind you, we are in a public 
school. I think that the use of this pro- 
gram seems to have contributed to huge 
amounts of kids who are completely out 
of control behavioral ty. The program 
advocates for letting kids misbehave a 
number of times before actually doing 
anything about it. So, bad behavior is 
ignored a lot of the time. When it is final- 
ly responded to, the response takes the 
form of attention from faculty members 
or taildng. There is nothing else done. 
Hie joke is that the kids seem to know 
the exact point that they can misbehave 
up io and it adds up to a lot of misbehav- 
ior. Kids are even having to be physically 
restrained in this public school and to 
me that is just a huge sign that some- 
thing is terribly wrong My child Is one of 
the kids acting out Each time I try to 
actually use some form of real discipline 
or limit setting, I hear from school per- 
sonnel about how lie Just needs more 
understanding and more attention. 
When lie acts out at school, he gets a per- 
sonal audience with 2 social workers for 
a full hour and gets out of any prior 
responsibilities during that time. To me 
It's clear why he continues to do the bad 
behavior, but when I say this, I am looked 
at like I am from another planet I feel 
like these people arc making me feel like

using true limit setting and discipline for 
my son is counter-culture and I am sick 
of it Is it fust my district or do you sec 
tills in other places? Dy the way, my form 
of discipline for my child Is not violent or 
Inappropriate. I am a loving, caring par- 
ent who wants her child to learn limits 
now, before lt,s too late. With all these 
kids shooting up schools, I want to get a 
good start on making sure that my cltlld 
knows that it,s not o.k. to act on tl What do 
think about this? Counter Culture Mom 
and proud to be that! 

Dear Counter Culture, 

* You are also to be commended for caring 
so much about making sure your child's future 
is a good one! In answer to your question, I am 
seeing more and more of exactly what you 
describe, in many places. I am also very 
alarmed by this because I believe that if more 
parents don't wake up to tilts trend, we are 
going to inadvertently cripple a whole genera- 
tion of kids. These over- ingratiated kids will 
have no understanding of what it takes to live 
peacefully in an adult society. I believe the "no- 
punishment/attention to feelings only 
approach" has created the kids who could 
actually think of killing because their needs 
were not met or because they were left out. 
Many people believe that there was something 
new or terribly wrong with all the kids who 
have perpetrated violence rccendy, but I do 
not believe that kids have changed diat much. 
1 believe the only true change that has hap- 
pened is society's refusal to punish and refusal 
to hold kids accountable for the little tilings 
before they start doing the bigger ones. The 
point is, any child is capable of doing horrible 
tilings if behavior is allowed to be out of con- 
trol long enough.' It grows exponentially over 
time and if there are no negative associations 
with that kind of behavior and if it gets the 
child what he or she wants each time, which it 
usually docs, that child believes mat the sun 
rises and sets for him. Why shouldn.t he think 
that when his every whim is satisfied; When 
bad behavior does not receive a negative

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response. 

I hope this column is a wake-up call for all 
parents. Listen to the frustration in this mom's 
call. She is right on track. Kids need to learn 
how to forego dieir own needs for someone 
else's. They need to learn that they will not 
always be first or right or paid attention to. 
They need to learn that spoilcd-brat antics will 
get nothing else but an immediate negative 
response the first lime. They need to learn to 
ask for help ( by the way, I will say that talking 
about problems is o.k. as long as there has 
been some fomi of holding the child responsi- 
ble for tlie behavior 1st. Otherwise, nothing is 
learned.) They need to be intensely taught 
right from wrong. These lessons don't get 
learned through non-action or through talking 
or through attention. These lessons get 
learned through the child doing tilings in life 
and feeling the responses. Are the responses 
positive or negative? Tills will dictate what 
happens next time. I find it terribly sad that 
many kids do not feel any negative response 
forbad behavior until dieyarc well into their 
leens, even though bad behavior had been 
occurring since they were 3. 

Regarding the program you mentioned, I 
don't know which one you are referring to, but 
I will say that the adult world does not allow 
many chances for misbehavior. A program 
that teaches kids that Uiey have many chances 
to misbehave will create the wrong training for 
those kids for adult life. They will expect peo- 
ple to let them do what they want just like 
happened throughout. They will not know 
how to handle it when adult life isn't there to 
coddle. We all know that adult life is not always 
easy. Adult life allows one chance. One bad 
decision, can mess up die rest of anyone's life 
in adulthood. 

Compare that with the kid who gets in 
trouble and instead of being punished in some 
appropriate way he is given total attention by 2 
social workers. This speaks for itself. Now, die 
Social Workers probably saw Uieir actions as a 
good thing. They were being nurturing and 
helpful to an "at risk child." The problem here 
is that nurturing a child for having committed 
a bad behavior is asking for that behavior to 
happen again and often! To illustrate tin's, 1 
would like to tell you about a kid I saw a long 
time ago. This story will illustrate thispoint 
perfectly. He was 9 and was getting in trouble 
constantly in school right before recess time. 
They tried it all. Every behavior program, but 
to no avail I sat down with this kid and decid- 
ed to not focus on asking him about the bad 
behavior like everyone else had. Rather, 1 
asked him to tell me about recess. I asked him 
what he liked to do at recess. It turned out that 
this kid was being bullied on the playground 
and hadn't told anyone. The interesting Uiing 
was that he could actually verbalize to me that * 
if he misbehaved enough in school, he would 
get to eat his lunch in the Principal's office and 
talk to the Principal throughout lunch and 
recess. So, to summarize, this child knew diat 
his ticket away from recess was to act out. The 
. punishment felt safer dian recess for him. We 
arranged for him to spend recess in the library 
researching topics he liked and the problem 
was solved. It took exactly 20 minutes to solve 
this after months of problems. My point is, we 
can do tilings to inadvertently continue bad 
behavior by paying the wrong kind of atten- 
tion to it, and by allowing it to go on without 
any real investigation or negatives occurring. 
Bad behavior is a snap to change if you 
know how to approach it right. It's belter to 
teach them when they are kids, in the safety of 
your home. Contrary lo what many of you 4 
might Uiink, I believe that Uiere is no such 
thing as a "stage" that kids pass out of. They 
eidier learn to change what diey do or they 
don't learn to change it and it continues in 
worse fonns.The thing that teaches is the 
response. Every kid has that capacity if parents 
take die lead. This means active, alert parenting. 
Not ignoring and not waiting and no warnings! 
If you are not happy with the way the school is 
handling tilings, a part of my program can set 
that straight with very little work from die 
school or I would suggest that you might check 
into private school or home schooling. Just 
remember, the earlier you start the easier it is to 
get tilings on track and it doesn't have to lake a 
long time. Good luck to you!

Compensation

People often uk me whether ilicy should accept n specific 
fob offer. One of die tctls that I use Is the formula: 
Responsibility + Expectations = Authority + Compensation. 
Let's explore the components of tills equation. 

Responsibility Is a term that describes (he tasks that an 
employee Is expected to accomplish. One nho works for a 
cteanlnR service may be responsible for dusting, vacuuming, 
emptying die trash and cleaning the bathrooms on floors three , 
through seven. A chief financial officer could be charged with 
getting all required financial Information to the government 
and stockholders. 

While responsibility Is "*hat needs to be done", expectations 
describe "how o job should be done". In (he first example, 
employees might be expected to do die Job within eight hours. 
It Is rational to expect litem to arrive to work at a set time and 
(o work until die |ob Is done. All employees should call If, on 
a given day, they will not be able (o meet that schedule. In 
(hat job, some standard of cleanliness would also be reason- 
able. 

A Chief Financial Officer would be expected to produce die 
required filings within budgetary constraints and a specified 
time frame. He or she would also be expected to keep the 

firoprictary Information confidential and would probably be 
tela accountable for accuracy. 

On the other side of the equation, authority relates (o (be 
permission given to a person to accomplish (lie responsibili- 
ties and expectations, the janitorial employee may have 
audiorlty to order cleaning supplies. In addition, access to a 
Janitorial closet where mops, buckets, and a vacuum cleaner 
are kept would be logical authority for someone in tills Job. 

The CF0 would have authority to hire employees and to fire 
. those who ore not meeting expectations, lie or she would 
need to be authorized to approve necessary purchases and 
may have an expense account for those purchases. A corpo- 
rate credit card may be provided for urgent acquisitions. 

Finally, compensation Is the salary, wage, bonuses and 
perquisites that one receives for doing the job, Most of us 
work because we need to pay for housing, food, clothing, etc 
I Although we all want to receive as much remuneration as pos- 
siblc, there b usually n direct correlation between the first 
two factors and Lite compensation. Someone who has signifi- 
cant responsibilities and of whom much Is expected will 
receive more compensation titan one who has fener responsi- 
bilities and fewer requirements. 

As with all equations, it needs to be balanced. Ever)' employ- 
ee deserves to have lite authority required to accomplish the 
responsibilities and expectations. Without enough authority, 
| we arc destined to fall, likewise, more authority than ncces- 

f has Inspired people of high Integrity to stumble. The 
authority needs to be appropriate. 

Compensation should also be In balance with the first two 
factors. We alt expect to be paid fairly for our work. If one Is 
offered significantly more than others in similar Jobs receive, 
there may be hidden responsibilities or expectations. The 
Internet has many sites to compare the compensation of vari- 
ous fobs. 

The formula works. A balanced equation Is an Important test \ 
for success In every Job.

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bright and clear" she said as sunlight poured through die 
three-story structure. "It's reflective of what we hope the future 
holds for the students who use this program." 

Designed to look like the inside of a machine, the $36.4 mil- 
lion structure will provide a home for technical career pro- 
grams offered by die college's business and engineering, math 
and physical science divisions. The Technology Building 
encompasses more than 88,000 square feet of assignable space, 
and contains 18 discipline-specific laboratories, 22 computer 
laboratories and 18 "smart classrooms" wired for Internet and 
computer-project teaching stations. 

The building is equipped with "state of the art equipment," 
Bulakowski said, and she Tegards die 3-D printer used by com- 
puter-aided design students and die Mustang dynamometer 
that helps students diagnose car engine problems to be among 
die college's top technological pieces. She accompanied visi- 
tors on a tour diat included a view of the Range 2000 Lab, where 
law enforcement personnel interact widi armed subjects on a • 
projected video screen to train for real-life situations. 

The rooms were designed so that the college could easily 
upgrade for technological advances, Bulakowski said. While 
CLC already offered nearly all of the certifications and courses 
available in die building; she believes that housing them in one 
setting will make programs such as computerized-aided design 
and automotive technology more attractive for students. . 

Approximately 10 percent of the college's total credit enroll- 
ment will be based in the Technology Building, While 
Bulakowski said she hoped that the 16,000-sludent college 
would continue to increase four to five percent in enrollment 
for die building, machine tool computerized numerical con- 
trols instructor/coordinator Don Rucsch said he believes dial 
his Mastercam certification program could recruit students 
from diroughout the region. 

Getting new technology and program space is "like dying 
and going to Heaven," Ruesch said. 

Utilizing the 3-D printer, students could learn the manu- 
facturing skills needed to find a job anywhere in die country. 
"We really put ourselves on the cutting edge; we were so far 
behind," Ruesch said. 

The building carried far better equipment dian many stu- 
dents were used to working widi, said Allan Levandowski, pro- 
gram coordinator for die refrigeration and air-conditioning 
program. His program would often receive equipment from 
outside companies, but could not use the help due to a lack of 
power sources. "We'd have to refuse die donations, it was heart- 
breaking," Levandowski said. 

Students would formerly have to go on field trips just to see, 
what their workplace equipment would look like, but die, 
hands-on capabilities in a new commercial air-conditioning 
laboratory "will help them tremendously." '
